TRAFFIC  accidents  were  not  re- 
stricted to  the  BYU  campus  Fri- 
day. 

John  Yates,  a senior  in  psych- 
ology from  Salt  Lake  City,  arrived 
at  a 2-car  crash  on  the  Lehi  Inter- 
state exit  seconds  after  it  occurred. 

YATES,  who  is  a National  Guard 
medic,  assisted  in  freeing  the  three 
occupants  from  their  compact  car 
—which  was  struck  by  another  ve- 
hicle traveling  the  wrong  direction 
on  the  exit. 

Mrs  Beatty,  24,  and  her  baby, 
passengers  in  one  of  the  vehicles, 
died  later.  According  to  Yates,  the 
baby  was  in  the  back  seat  of  the 
car  “partly  immersed  in  gas.”

A factor  that  stimulated  tlie  annual 
award  was  the  grave  concem  that  mem- 
bers of  BYU’s  Curtain  Time  USA  had  about 
the  iKjor  impressions  movies  were  giving 
foreign  students  of  America.  President  Er- 
nest L.  Wilkinson  said"  at  the  banquet 
Tliursday  evening,  “Our  enteitainers  en- 
countered people  who  e.xpected  them  to  have 
a cigarette  in  one  hand  and  a drink  in  the 
other  and  be  driving  around  in  red  sports 
cars.

Proposed  Revision  of  the  ASBYU 
Honor  Code. 

The  Honor  Code 


It  is  recommended  that  in- 
structors avoid  the  repetition 
of  test  materials  over  short 
intervals  such  as  successive 
semesters. 


I.  Standards  of  Academic  Honor 
(infractions  handled  by  ASBYU 
Honor  Council). 


Students  in  the  Brigham  Young 
University  academic  setting  are 
naturally  expected  to  perform 
their  own  work  at  all  times.  A 
student  is  required  to  refrain  from 
giving  or  receiving  aid  in  exam- 
inations or  in  the  preparation  of 
individual  work  done  in  or  out 
of  the  classroom,  unless  the  in- 
structor has  specified  that  such 
action  is  permissible. 

In  an  academic  situation  operat- 
ing under  the  Honor  Code  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  both  stu- 
dents and  faculty  have  certain 
responsibilities.  The  cooperative 
action  of  both  faculty  and  student- 
body  is  essential  for  the  success- 
ful operation  of  the  BYU  Honor 
Code. 


5.  If  an  instructor  has  evidence 
of  a violation  of  the  BYU 
Honor  Code  in  the  classroom, 
he  should  take  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing courses  of  action: 

a.  Personally  work  with  the 
student  himself  in  an  effort 
to  prevent  future  occur- 
rences of  the  problem. 

b.  Refer  the  violation  to  the 
student  Honor  Council  so 
that  they  might  work  with 
the  student. 

c.  Work  jointly  with  the  Hon- 
or Council  in  correcting  the 
situation. 


the  student  observing  the 
violation  should  talk  to  the 
instructor. 

b.  In  the  event  of  hesitation 
or  difficulty  in  proceeding 
as  described  above  the  Stu- 
dent Honor  Council  is  to  be 
contacted  for  assistance  in 
resolution  of  the  matter. 

3.  Students  are  expected  to  take 
the  regularly  scheduled  tests 
or  make  prior  arrangements 
with  the  teacher. 


II.  Standards  of  Personal  Honor 

(infractions  treated  by  Office  of 
IJniversity  Standards), 


When  an  infraction  of  academic 
standards  has  occurred  the  grade 
a student  will  receive  in  his  class 
or  on  a particular  test  or  assign- 
ment is  a matter  to  be  determined 
between  the  instructor  and  the 
student. 


In  addition  to  the  academic  ele- 
ments of  the  Honor  Code  a stu- 
dent at  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity is  expected  to  observe  the 
following  standards: 


. Faculty  Responsibility 
The  instructor  should  give 
the  students  specific  instruc- 
tions at  the  beginning  of  each 
semester  and  as  necessary 
throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  semester  as  to  w’hat  con- 
stitutes unpermitted  aid  in  his 
particular  class. 

When  examination  is  given 
the  instructor  should  remain 
in  the  classroom  only  long 
enough  to  make  necessary 
explanations  and  answer 
questions.  No  monitors  or  fac- 
ulty representatives  should  be 
in  the  classroom  during  the 
testing  period.  The  instructor 
should  inform  the  students 
where  he  or  an  assistant  will 
be  during  the  remainder  of 
the  period  (preferably  in  the 
general  vicinity  of  the  test 
room)  should  questions  arise, 
or  he  should  return  period- 
ically to  the  classroom. 
Students  should  be  permitted 
to  leave  the  classroom  during 
the  testing  period.  Examina- 
tion materials  are  not  to  be 
taken  from  the  testing  room. 


B.  Student  Responsibility 

1.  Since  the  teacher  will  not  be 
in  the  classroom  during  an 
an  examination,  responsibility 
for  all  controlling  measures 
of  academic  conduct  lies  sole- 
ly in  the  hands  of  the  stu- 
dents. 

2.  If  a student  observes  that 
cheating  is  occurring  in  the 
classroom,  he  is  to  make  his 
observations  known  by  tap- 
ping his  pencil  on  the  desk. 
The  student  observing  the  vio- 
lation is  responsible  to  follow 
one  of  two  courses  of  action: 
a.  Confront  the  violator  per- 
sonally. 

(1)  Discuss  privately  the 
apparent  infraction. 

(2)  If  after  discussing  the 
matter  there  is  still  ques- 
tion concerning  the  inci- 
dent. both  students  should 
discuss  the  matter  with  the 
instructor. 

(3)  When  an  obvious  viola- 
tion has  occurred  the  vio- 
lator should  be  encouraged 
to  personally  approach  the 
instructor  concerning  the 
matter.  If  he  will  not  do  so 


A.  Moral  cleanliness. 

B.  Complete  abstinence  from 
the  use  of  tobacco  and  alcoholic 
beverages. 

C.  Observation  of  all  constitut- 
ed laws  of  the  land. 

D.  Acceptance  of  the  responsi- 
bility for  helping  other  students 
understand  and  follow  the  stand- 
ards of  the  University, 

E.  Refrain  from  misuse  and 
destruction  of  library  materials. 
In  Conclusion 


The  Honor  Council  applies  to 
the  student’s  life  both  on  and  off 
campus  and  during  vacation  peri- 
ods. It  applies  equally  to  mem- 
bere  and  nonmembers  of  the 
L.D.S.  Church. 

Academic  violations  of  the  code, 
if  successfully  resolved,  do  not 
become  part  of  any  official  uni- 
versity record. 

It  shold  be  noted  that  both  fac- 
ulty and  students  have  a respon- 
sibility to  either  become  person- 
ally involved  in  attempting  to 
help  a student  who  has  violated 
the  Honor  Code  or  refer  any  vio- 
lation to  the  student  Honor  Coun- 
cil. 

When  a BYU  student  has  been 
accused  of  any  violation  of  uni- 
versity standards,  he  has  a right 
to  be  informed  of  the  exact  nature 
of  the  violation  of  which  he  is  sus- 
pected and  of  the  source  of  ac- 
cusation.
